The one redeeming point about the 


London tavern is the barmaid. 
I am 


told on good authority, writes a corre- 
spondent of Ihe Troy" JVmes, lhat in 
metropolitan London alono, with its 
population of about five million souls 
of one kind and another, there are 
twelve thousand 
barmaids, 
exactly 


double the number of girls 
employed 


iu one capacity or another about tho 
the theatres. A 
barmaid must be 


young and attractive. She is required 
to dress in a black cashmere or French 
merino princess robe, so as to be dis- 
distinguished 
from 
the mistress—a 


London tavern, liko an American farm, 
must havo a mistress,—who generally 
appears behind tho bar in tho gaudies"t 
colors, and above all, to prevent rival- 
ry in dress between the barmaids them- 
selves, and therefore to lesson 
tho 


temptation of dipping their hands in 
tiie till. The dross, too, it may bo men- 
tioned, must bo made without pockets, 
which I should think must prove a 
groat hardship, especially in this cli- 
mate, whore one is subject to colds in 
the head. They must, moreover, be 
intelligent to tho extent of at least en- 
gaging tho customers of tho "masher" 
typo iu conversation, and of loading 
them on to spend a great deal of their 
time and money at the bars. It is, 
however, a mark against a barmaid if 
she devotes herself" too exclusively to 


:ie or two persons. 
This is not "con- 


ducive to trade. Her policy is, there- 
'oro, to talk a little to everyone, and, 
laving to serve all and sundry as they 
cotue up to tho bur, she is able to pass 
from ono to another without giving 
ipparent offense. 
In this way a bar1- 


uaid picks up a great deal of surface 
vuowlcdgo, and, in many 
instances, 


jecome really smart and accomplished 
ar beyond her station in life. 


1'nt she is by no moans thP slave of 


icr customers. 
Let anyone, especial- 


ly a stranger, attempt familiarities with 
her, or address language to her which, 
according to bar lights, slio considers 
as unbecoming a gentleman, slio will 
havo that person up before the master 
or mistress at once, or call into requi- 
sition the services of Ihe "chucker 
out." 
Of course sho must necessarily 


overhear a great deal that is not fit for 
ears polite, but so long as it is not ad- 
dressed to her and the person using it 
does not make a disturbance, that is 
none of her business, and though oblig- 
ed to serve the low typos of character 
above described, it is not expected of 
her, however, that she shall hold any 
conversation with them further than 
the transactions sho has with any of 
their demands.

ambition to be promoted from the Bill 
Sykos side of tho bar to that of tho 
masher. Here she is in her clement. 
She can listen to silly nothings bv the

factory to him lie carefully « rites it up- 
on paper chemically prupuiud. Upon 
the bed of the press, which is of the 
stylo that went out of use with the last 
century, is a lithograph stone. 
Upon 


Ibis the paper is hud until the impres- 
sion of the characters is loft there. A 
large roller is inked iwul passed over 
the stone after it has bi-on dampened 
with a wet sponge, and nothing re- 
mains but to tako the impression upon 
the newspaper to be. The Chinese 
pressman prints three pupcix every live 
minutes, live papei.s in Hie ,t:ime time 
less thuu Benjamin Franklin had a 
record for. 
A Chinese piiiiting-offlce 


has never been struck by lightning. 


Tho life of a Chinese journalist is a 


happy one. Ho is free from c.iro and 
thought, and allows all the work of the 
establishment to be done by the press- 
man. 
'Ihe Chinese compositor has not 


arrived. The Chinese editor, like the 
rest of his countrymen, is imitative. 
Ho does not depend upon his brain for 
editorials, but translates them from all 
the contemporaneous American news- 
papers lie can get. There is no hu- 
morous department in the 
Chinese 
newspaper. 
The newspaper olllco lias 


uo exchange scattered over the lloor, 
and in nearly all other things it ihilers 
from thu American establishment. Tho 
editoria room is connected by a ladder 
with bunks on the loft above, where 
tho managing editor sleeps, and next 
to it i>, invariably, a room where an 
opium bunk and a layout reside.

KEEPING FAIIJI ACCOUNTS. 


Many imagine that there is some- 


thing very intricate about farm book- 
keeping; that one nooils n commercial 
coliego education in order to master it, 
but a greater mistake could hardly be 
made. It is true that accounts might 
be kept with cacli field, each live and 
each cow, pig and chicken, but it is not 
necessary. 
What the farmer most 


needs to know is, what his 
a whole is doing for him.

Keep your sheep from severe storms 


of cold rain until shearing time if you 
wish to preserve the tleccu iu the best 
condit.oti. 
Sheep 
protected 
from 


storms during tho winter and then ex- 
posed to chilling rains in tho spring 
soon acquire harsh, rough wool.

should always be remembered that rain

mine this, it is only necessary to take 
nn account of stock (it stated periods 
and compare amounts. Farmers, as a 
rule, do not know how much they havo 
got invested in farm stock; tools ami 
produce on Land. Many attempts have 
been made to get up systems of farm 
book-keeping that would become popu- 
lar among farmers, but most such nt- 
toiupts have been overdone. 
The 


farmer is frightened by tho extent uf 
the work laid out. 
Still, we believe 


that an investment of two or three dol- 
lars in this direction would be money 
well spent, if it would hclpono into tlio 
habit of kra]iin<; some kind of an lie- 
count, by which one could know exact- 
ly what his business is worth , to him. 
Any blank book, however, will answer, 
that is large enough to contain tho 
items that should bo entered during the 
year. A 2y-cout book would accom- 
modate most farmers!. 
Enter on the 


opening pages .1 list of all the property 
you possess. 
First tho farm nmt farm 


stock proper, then n list of other prop- 
erty not connected with tho farm. 
In 


keeping a farm account, the owner's 
residence, his 
household 
furniture, 


books, clothing, family horse anil car- 
riage, and so much of the barn nnd 
fodTler as is required for these outside 
luxuries, strictly personal or family ex- 
penses should not be reckoned iu. The 
banker in keeping his bank accounts, a 
merchant or a blacksmith in estimat- 
ing by his books the value of his busi- 
iie'ss, never mixos in personal expenses 
with his business accounts; no moro 
should tlio farmer, yet both should 
know the sum of each. 
In prizing 


property, make such estimates of val- 
tios as is believed the market would 
warrant. Don't set tin) price on the 
farm, or of the pet cow, above what 
tho assessors or sworn appraisers would 
probably sot it. 
lint enter everything 


of value" in details as far as practicable. 
The fodder on hand in the burn, the 
grain iu the bins, the roots in tho col- 
far, can be estimated very closely by a 
yardstick and a little calculation, with- 
out thu trouble of weighing, only to be 
sure to measure and estimate at the 
end of the year by tho same rules uud 
measures. 


During the year enter on opposite 


pages evury item of purchase and sale, 
either iu detail, or iu a measure collec- 
tively, according to circumstances. 
At 


the end of the year tlieso pages will 
show exactly from whence every dollar 
came, and for what it has been expend- 
ed. 
Some use double columns of dol- 


lars and cents on the same page; one 
for farm expenses and iucomes, tho 
other for what pertains to personal or 
family expenses. 
This saves some 


work at the end of the year, but in 
either case such a set of accounts will 
enable one to know positivclyjustwhat 
one's farm is doing for him, and just 
what it is costing to live. 
To find out 


what the farm is paying it will be nec- 
essary ut the end of the year to make 
another list and appraisal of all farm 
property, and compare with the one 
made at the beginning of the year. 
This will show whether tho amount or 
value of the capital stock employed 
lias increased or decreased during the

FEUIT-IUISING AND FUU1T-SYUOPS. 
The various uses to which fruit pro- 


ducts may become valuable in the 
household are not so generally under- 
stood and acted on as they should be. 
Susan Power in Vich's Mayi,.:i,,a has 
sounded one of the key-notes in practi- 
cal enterprise on the conscwiition of 
grapes and apples, which 
\ be up- 


plied to many other fruits, 
contain- 


ed in tho following extract: 


"With al! the tons of grapes raised, 


how is it thore is nut a gallon of grape 
syrup to be had for love or money ia 
market? 
If you don't know that grape 


juice boiled down,to a clear syrup is 
the most relishing thing in sickness or 
health, for consumptives, and to keep 
people from getting consumption, to bo 
eaten as food or diluted for drink that 
would banish wine sooner than the 
temperance societies, you have some- 
thiu"1 to learn. This article once known 
would prevent all danger of an over- 
crop of grapes, for it would be made 
and kept by tho barrel, and 
exported 


for use in all climates. Tho new pro- 
duction of cider-jelly, which is merely 
cider boiled down, without any addi- 
tion till it is a solid, dark jelly, is a 
great gift to tho housekeeper, and will 
bo the salvation of Ihe apple orchards. 
What if apples are 50 cent* a barrel in 
October?

TO TEST SKKU-COKX. 


Seed-corn should always be tested be- 


fore planting. Take from the store of 
seed half a dozen ears indiscriminately 
(not selected), shell them, mix well 
together, count out from these 100 
grains aa they come, soak in tepid wa- 
ter six hours, lay the seeds between 
folds of damp cloth, and place where 
the temperature is from 55 to (iu degs. 
The number of seeds germinating out 
of the 100 will be Ihe percentage to bo 
depended on under ordinary circum- 
stances. 
Germination 
should take 


.ace at this temperature, with mois- 
ure, in four days; or the seeds may bo 
.aced between Iwo sods.

chemical solution. 
She knows that 


common ink is made by adding iron 
sulphate to some substance containing 
:annic acid, so that iron tannate is 
'ormed, and mixed with gum to keep 
t in suspension iu water. This kind ol 
ink is readily removed by an applica- 
tion of oxalic acid, for the action of the 
oxalic acid is to combine with the iron, 


which iron oxalate is formed the re- 


sult, therefore, being iron oxalado and 
liinuic acid, both of which, being solu- 
ble in water, may be washed away. But 
on the amber inks oxalic acid has no 
effect, 
To removo these stains it is 


best to lirst wash them thoroughly in 
acetic acid, then in ammonia; then 
rinse them and put on bleaching pow- 
ders. 
In tho use of the bleaching 


powder great care should be taken, for 
it is vcrv powerful, and will injure the 
fiber of the strongest fabric if left on. 


If the educated housewife finds a 


stain of prussiah blue she removes i 
by washing in ammonia aud then iu 
hydrochloric acid. Iron rust she takes 
away by first placing the spot over 
bowl ot'liot water, then by heating will

Judgo Walton's sarcastic wit was 


never exemplified more forcibly than at 
u recent term of tho H. J. Court at Au- 
burn. 
A fellow who broke iuto a Lis- 


bon street store and stole numerous ar- 
ticles was tried on an indictment for 
breaking and entering and larceny. 
By some inexplicable process of reason- 
ing tho jury arrived at tho conclusion 
that the respondent was guilty of lar- 
ceny, but not guilty of breaking and 
entering, and such "was tho verdict, 
"Gentlemen," said the judge, "tho law 
qlili^os mo to tako notice of your ver- 
dict. Tao severest sentonoo which tho 
statute permits tuo to impose on a per- 
son convicted of simple larceny is two 
years iu tho State prison. I will sen- 
tence this respondent for a shorter 
term, I will make it eighteen mouths." 
Tho friends of tho prisoner on tho jury, 
who thought that by bringing in a ver- 
dict of simple larceny they would got 
him off with thirty days iu jail, were 
dumbfounded. 
Similar to this case 


was a historical trial hoard by Judge 
Walton in Oxford county. A man was 
charged with stealing two bags of corn, 
and the evidence demonstrated to an 
ordinary mind that he was guilty. Tho 
jury, however, brought in a verdict of 
not guilty, 
"Prisoner at tho bar," 


said the Judgo, "tho jury has decided 
that you are not guilty, and the Court 
orders that you bo discharged, but the 
Court admonishes you not to steal any 
more corn."—Lewiston (Me.)
